■  Amish,  named  after  17th- 
century  Anabaptist  Jacob 
Amman. 

The  third  question  is  more 
complicated.  In  fact,  historians 
have  long  debated  whether  the 
Baptist  movement,  which  grew 
up  in  England  nearly  100  years 
after  the  Reformation  began, 
was  influenced  in  any  way  Iw 
the  Anabaptists. 

ITiis  historical  debate  can  be 
quite  complex  ai>d  nitty-gritty, 
looking  even  at  indirect  Influ¬ 
ences  that  the  Anabaptists  may 
have  had  on  the  later  Baptists. 
For  example,  one  historian  has 
sugnstad  that  the  Reformed 
emphasis  on  church  discipliiw, 
which  was  later  adopted  1^  the 
Fj^ish  Baptists,  was  origi- 
nalfy  develop^  in  response  to 
the  AnabafRist  emphasis  on 
church  discipline. 

Amid  this  complexity,  one 
can  saff^  say  the  Anabaptists

Church  sees  bright  future  for  conservation

CAMPTON,  Ky.  <BP)  -  k  Ken¬ 
tucky  church  is  embracing  so¬ 
lar  power  as  a  means  to  help 
the  community  and  reduce 
their  carbon  footprint. 

Campton  Church  in  Camp- 
ton,  part  of  the  Red  River  Asso¬ 
ciation,  installed  8o  solar  pan¬ 
els  on  the  roof  of  the  church 
during  a  project  sponsored  and 
install^  by  SonUght  Power, 
an  Ohio-based  nonprofit  that 
providra  renewable  electric- 
^  to  communities  worldwi^. 
This  was  SonUght  Power’s  first 
project  in  the  United  States. 

Campton's  pastor,  Gary 
Conner,  sees  the  project  as  a 
“way^to  invest  in  the  commu¬ 
nity.”  The  three  basic  wavs  he 
sees  the  solar  panels  impact¬ 
ing  the  community  and  the 
church  are  throu^  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities;  sending 
a  message  that  conservation  is 
important;  and  financial  sav¬ 
ings  for  the  congregation. 

Conner  hopes  the  solar 
panels  will  contribute  to  edu¬ 
cational  opportunities  in  the 
community  for  science  class¬ 
es  to  take  the  opportunity  to 
learn  about  solar  energy  and 
observe  it  firsthand  at  Camp- 
ton  Baptist.  Additionally,  he 
relishes  the  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  system  and  show  the 
panels  to  “anyone  who  wants 
to  come  by." 

He  also  is  excited  to  engage 
the  eastern  Kentucky  commu¬ 
nity  by  sending  a  message  that 
Campion  Baptist  takes  conser¬ 
vation  seriously.  ’Tate  are  try¬ 
ing  to  harness  the  power  fiom 
the  sun  that  God  nas  already 


given  us  and  to  use  that  wisely, 
ai^  perhaps  it  would  be  some¬ 
thing  that  out  of  curiosi^  peo¬ 
ple  would  come  and  chedr  out.” 

Finally,  the  chun^  desires 
not  only  to  save  on  their  utility 
bill,  but  also  put  those  savings 
into  minions  and  ministry. 

Tile  idea  for  the  panels  was 
brou^t  to  the  church's  atten¬ 
tion  by  longtime  church  mem¬ 
ber  Zach  Collier.  “We  want  our 
community  to  know  that  we 
love  them,  and  that  we  love  this 
earth  and  we  want  to  take  good 
care  of  it.”  Collier,  a  deacon, 
said  in  a  WKVT  interview.  ' 

“While  we  remember  times 
pa.st  fondly,  we’re  looking  to 
the  future  with  this  project. 
Renewable  energy  will  be  part 
of  our  future,”  he  said. 

The  system,  which  generates 
22,000  watts  of  power,  will  aid 
the  surrounding  community  as 
well.  When  the  church  is  not 
using  the  power,  the  solar  en¬ 
ergy  will  go  back  into  the  local 
electrical  grid.  Over  the  course 
of  40  years,  the  church  expects 
a  savings  of  $120,000. 

They  plan  to  install  a  geo- 
therm^  unit  for  heating  and 
air  conditioning  in  the  ftiture. 

"Generations  of  fami¬ 
lies  here  at  Campton  Baptist 
Church  will  have  zero  carbon 
footprint.”  Collier  said. 

In  addition,  the  church 
hopes  that  by  spreading  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  use  of  solar  power, 
more  of  the  generally  coal- 
powered  community  w^  take 
notice  and  eventually  Jobs  in 
solar  power  will  be  created  in 
the  area.

The  Longing  •  Psalm  42 


We  bsve  reached  our  final  lesaon 
fijT  this  quarter  in  the  book  of  Psalms. 
Somewhere  alon^  this  journey,  I  prom¬ 
ised  to  uae  the  titles  of  these  thirteen 
lessons  in  one  sentence  of  summary 
and  review.  It  took  me  more  than  one, 
but  here  goes... 

Every  step  along  THE  PATH  of 
THE  PAST  has  been  tenderly  led  by 
THE  SHEPHERD;  therefore,  OUR  RE¬ 
SPONSE  can  only  be  thank^^ving  and 
gratitude  for  the  abiding  promise  of 
HIS  PRESENCE.  As  THE  CREATOR, 
GOD  is  REVEALED  all  around  us  as 
wdl  as  &om  within  us.  We  are  totally 
surrounded  by  HIS  LOVE  for  us  and 
eternally  secured  dirough  HIS  FAITH¬ 
FULNESS  to  us.  THE  CONFESSION 
of  my  sins  must  always  precede  THE 
CLEANSING  of  tm  soul.  The  Lord  is 
my  refuge  and  THE  PROTECTOR  of  all 
that  ooimems  me.  THE  LONGING  of 
my  heart  is  to  wotahip  Him. 

A  study  of  Psalm  42  is  a  fitting  way 
to  dose  our  study  time  together.  Every 
Psalm  (in  foct  evwy  word  of  The  Word 
of  God)  leaves  the  committed,  dedicated 
reader  loopng  for  more.'  This  Psalm 
stakes  its  claim  to  that  theme  from  verse 
one.  The  sons  of  Korah  are  credited  in 
die  notes  of  dedication  for  the  choir  di¬ 
rector.  This  Psalm  was  other  permed  by 
them  or  preaerded  to  them  as  an  anthem 


to  be  used  in  worship.  Psalm  42  and 
43  app^  to  be  very  dosdy  cormected 
menuitictdly.  They  share  a  neatly  word- 
for-word  cortunon  chorus  ot  hope  in 
God  which  is  repeated  in  42;%  42:11, 

43:5-  TrouUe,  exile  and  de^iair  mesh 
tearfully  in  a  desperate  soul  crying  out 
to  God.  Times  of  joy  as  weD  as  times  of 
sorrow  lean  us  toww  His  ahv^  open 
arms.  His  all-seeing  eyes.  His  iMening 
ears  and  His  caring  neart. 

In  my  Bible,  I  have  named  Psalm  42 
“The  Cry-sis 
of  De-hide- 
dration' 
since  it  is 

p.  Explore  the 

son  pleas 
of  a  weary, 
wounded 
soul  speak¬ 
ing  directly 
to  the  Lord. 

Only  when  we  bide  ourselves  in  God 
can  we  find  peace  and  solace  and  com¬ 
fort  and  return  to  the  path  to  healing 
and  renewed  purpose.  The  desire  and 
longing  of  the  Psalmist  for  God  are 
expressed  as  a  deep  thirst.  The  shady 
laoy  who  met  Jesus  at  the  vtell  in  John 
4  OMild  testify  to  this  need  for  living 
water.  When  we  connect  with  the  Lord, 


we  can  leave  our  water  pots  and  run 
freely  in  full  provision. 

Scoffers  are  gonna  scoff.  Haters  are 
gonna  hate.  Thank  goodness,  God  seek¬ 
ers  are  gotma  find  G<xL..every  time.  We 
become  like  that  which  we  worship.  If 
our  hope  is  in  God,  our  despair  takes 
a  hike.  This  Psalmist  was  a  worship¬ 
per.  Part  of  the  despair  described  here 
indicates  that  worship  had  been  either 
denied  by  outside  fortes  for  a  time  or 
possibly  been  neglected  by  the  worship¬ 
per.  Either 
scenario 
would  bring 
d  e  8  p  a  i  r 
through 
perceived 
helplessness 
or  through 
conviction 
by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Re¬ 
calling  the 

joy  of  personal  participation  in  the  pro¬ 
cession  of  festival  keepers  brought  tears 
of  remembrance,  revealing  a  deep  long¬ 
ing  to  return  to  the  hoase  of  God  and 
bask  corporately  in  the  presence  of  God.

Mt.Mizar  Oittle)  indicated  a  smaller 
mountain.  Tall  or  small:  all  difficult 
find  help  and  hope  and  healing  in  God. 
His  lovingkindness  in  the  daytime  pro¬ 
ceeds  into  a  night  song  of  comfort  that 
doses  with  a  prayer  lined  to  the  God  of 
all  comfort.  Praying  and  singing  can  be¬ 
come  one  word:  PraySing. 

Many  times,  we  find  ourselves  in  de¬ 
spair  due  to  the  fact  that  our  spiritual 
lives  are  in  disrepair.  Whether  our  af¬ 
flictions  are  externally  imposed  or  selt 
inilicted,  God  hears  our  cries  for  help. 
Our  Living  Water  is  also  our  Life  Pre¬ 
server.  Our  bone-crushing  life  events 
are  salvaged  by  One  whose  bones  were 
unbroken  even  on  the  cross. 

These  precious  Old  Testament  Psalms 
were  penned  pre-New  Testament,  but 
they  were  without  question  pointing  us 
directly  to  Jesus  who  woula  be  a  man 
of  the  mountains.  Bom  in  the  shepherd 
hills  of  Bethlehem.  Raised  in  the  rolling 
hills  of  the  Galilee.  Preached  on  the  .Mt. 
of  Beatitudes.  Revealed  on  the  Mt.  of 
Tramsfiguration.  Arrested  on  the  Mt.  of 
Olives  in  Gethsemane.  Cmcified  on  Mt. 
Calvary.  Ixmging  for  Him...?

Tbm  is  nothing  better 
than  seeing  the  work  of  misskmaries  the 
world  over  in  using  their  gifts  and  cre- 
atlvlw  to  tell  the  stoiy  of  Jesus.  Current¬ 
ly,  I  nave  the  honor  of  connectii*  local 
oiurdin  with  mission  opportunities  all 
around  them.  Oftentimes  this  position 
includes  travel  to  for  off  placra.  Every 
stamp  in  my  passport  b  a  testimony  to 
die  greet  ne«[  our  planet  has  for  Jesus. 
Just  t^  summer  f  was  part  ofjpoups 
that  served  frmn  Washington,  D.C.  to 
Kona,  Hawaii.  My  heart  broke  as  I  saw 
the  overwhelming  need  for  the  gospel. 

Usually  such  thoughts  are  the  first 
that  come  to  mind  wwn  we  think  of 
misaioos.  Airolanes  and  passports  being 
bnpleniented  in  tell<ng  people  of  another 
context  rttout  a  relationship  with  God. 
May  I  submit  that  while  this  scene  is 
true  and  needed  there  are  plenty  of  mis¬ 
sion  opportunities  closer  than  we  might 
thiiik.  ne  sad  reality  is  that  we  are  sur¬ 
rounded  by  people  that  need  Jesus.  Ixj- 
cating  throe  people  is  not  difficult.  Often, 
as  we  see  in  today's  text,  th^  will  find 
us.  What  then?  When  we  are  face  to  face 
with  the  lost,  what  do  we  share?  Even 
when  our  languages  are  different,  our 
mes8a«  of  hope  never  changes  and  we 
must  ^le  certain  truths. 


Later  in  this  scene  (p)  Jesus  has  a 
formal  introduction  with  this  man  but 
here  all  we  learn  of  this  is  what  he  is, 
not  who  he  is.  He  is  a  broken  man  that 
is  fighting  demons  day  and  night.  As 
believers,  we  never  know  what  those 
surrounding  us  are  going  through,  es¬ 
pecially  those  people  that  are  unnamed 
to  us.  We  do  not  know  the  name  of  the 
cashier,  the 
police  offi¬ 
cer,  the  jan¬ 
itor  or  the 
receptionist 
that  we  see 
daily.  We 
ran  rest  as¬ 
sured  that 
those  peo¬ 
ple  whose 
paths  we 
cross  are  broken,  as  is  all  of  human¬ 
ity  (Rom.  3:23)  and  the  aruswer  to  th.it 
brokenness  is  found  in  our  Savior.
